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SENT TO CONFERENCE

Washington, March *2*2. 5 p, rn. 
—The statehood bill was sent to 
a conference committee by a vote 
of the house of 175 to 156. 
Mr. 
Cannon won his right for the sec­ 
ond time, and friends of the bill 
say that he i* satis tied now, and 
will permit the bill to pass when 
the conference committee makes 
its report. 
There was a big crowd in the 
house this morning when the 
statehood biH came up. 
A motion was made by Mr. 
Dalzell of Pennsylvania to adopt 
a rule of the committee on rules 
providing for appointment of a 
conference committee which was 
carried by a rising vote. 
The rule was adopted on a vote 
of 149 to 124. 
On demand of 
W illiams. the minority leader, 
the roll was called and the rule 
was adopted by a vote of 171 to 
140. 
After the adoption of the 
rule forty minutes was spent in 
discussion on a motion to appoint 
conference committee. Williams, 
minority leader, Babcock, insur* 


geut, and Adam Bede spoke in 
opposition to the rule. 
Gen, 
Grosvenor and 
Hamilton 
sup­ 
ported same. 
Gen. Grosvener and Hamilton 
and a num ber of house leaders 
supported the Speaker's policy. 
A vote on the motion to send the 
bill ta the Jconference committee 
was then taken, resulting 175 for 
the motion and 156 against. 
The speaker then appointed 


j Hamilton of Michigan, Brick of 
! Indiana, and Moon of Tennessee, 
las house conferees.* 
* 
Later in the day when the 
bill 
was sent to the senate, Senator 
Beveridge moved that the senate 
insist on its amendment? and ap­ 
point a 
conference committee. 
Senator Foraker moved to amend 
by providing that the senate rath­ 
er than the vice president ap­ 
point the conferees. 
T his would take the appoint­ 
ment of the conferees out of the 
hands of the Vice-President and 
permit the Foraker people to 
name their friends on the com- 
i mittee. 
Upon the suggestion of Sena 
tor Foraker, the whole matter 
was laid over until tomorrow. 


THINK TNE SPEAKER IS 
PLANNING FON COMPROMISE 


TNE FUMES WIPED OOT 
TOWN'S BUSINESS SECTION 


Washington, 
March 22.—The 
test on the statehood bill was 
prevented yesterday by the su d ­ 
den death of a member of the 
house, Representative Patterson 
of Pennsylvania, adjournment be­ 
ing taken immediately after the 
announcement of his death. This 
morning, 
almost 
immediately 
after the house meets, the rule 
by which it is intended to send 
the 
bill to conference will 
be 
submitted. 
Kach side will have 
forty minutes to discuss the rule, 
and then the vote will be taken. 
The general opinion is that the 
rule will be adopted. 
It is based 
perhaps on a recollection of past 
victories 
won by 
the Speaker 
over insurgents, 
and 
on 
the 
belief that the Speaker would 
not give the house an opportunity 
to vote if he was not assured in 
ads an ce that his will would pre­ 
vail. 
But though it is expected 
that the rule will be adopted and 
the bill thus sent to conference, 
the opinion grows that the ulti­ 
mate outcome will be a compro­ 
mise, or rather an otfer on the 


part of the house conferees to 
compromise on the basis of the 
Foraker amendment. 
This be­ 
lief was som ewhat encouraged by 
the remark of Mr. Watson, the 
republican whip and the Speak­ 
er'* chief lieutenant in his con­ 
test with the insurgent*. 
‘ I expect,’* Mr. Watson said, 
"th at when the bill gets into 
conference the senate and 
the 
House each will make some con­ 
cession* and that we will get to 
an agreem ent.” 
The opinion is becoming more 
prevalent that the Speaker can 
not withstand the. demonstration 
of public sentiment that has been 
made. 
The belief is that he is 
seeking an opportunity to back 
down gracefully, and that a com­ 
promise in conference offers the 
be*t opportunity. 
Certainly this 
theory gets some credence from 
the circumstance that the Speak­ 
er has intimated to a number, as 
a means of pursuading them not 
to join the insurgents, that an ad­ 
justment will probably be made 
before the session ends.

Fort Towson, I. T., March 22. 
—A lire which started in the Kel­ 
ly hotel last afternoon practically 
destroyed the business houses of 
Fort Towson, I. T., before it was 
-topped. 
There was a strong 
wind from the southeast and the 
flames spread rapidly. 
A total of twenty-seven build­ 
ings were burned, the loss is esti­ 
mated at from $40,000 to $50,000, 
with one third to one-half that 
much insurance. The bank books 
and cash are intact in the vault. 


The building wa- insured for 
$5,500 and was a brick house. All 
other* except the postoffice were 
frame houses. 
The post office papers were 
eaved but the front of the build­ 
ing burned out. 
Three persons, 
representing the Daws Commis­ 
sion, were at the Kelly house. 
The box of valuable papers they 
had was destroyed, causing a loss 
beyond estimation, as much of 
the contents were citizenship roll, 
etc.

Barnyard Manure in Winter.

Iv necessary in the case of horse ma­ 
nure, which Is sometimes entirely de­ 
stroyed by combustion in the center 
of the piles, lf the piles are allowed to 
become too large and are not forked 
over occasionally. 
WTe use a great 
deal of bedding, and this makes up 
a large part of the manure. This bed­ 
ding soon disintegrates and becomes 
a good source of humus. 
We do not 
do any composting, as that word is 
generally understood. 
I do not haul 
out my manure during the winter 
months every day or so, but allow it 
to accumulate aud haul it out in the 
spring. 
It is then in very good shape 
and condition to be used in the ma­ 
nure spreader.—Fred A. Richardson 
Lee County, 111.

Wonderful Machine Used by United 
States Coast Survey. 
A machine that prophesies is an 
engine in use by the coast survey at 
Washington, D. C.. which can and does 
predict the time of high and low tide 
for a given locality, and makes these 
predictions for a year in advance. Its 
performance is not limited to a year, 
but that is the maximum of work it is 
usually called upon to do. 
It is com­ 
pact and delicate to a degree not easy 
to appreciate. 
To make these tidal 
predictions, which are issued in the 
form of a fat book of tables every 
year by the survey, the machine is 
first set, then operated by hand. 
As 
may be surmised, the setting of the 
machine is the point at which accurate 
mechanism and the human brain join 
forces. There are nineteen factors to 
be determined in making tidal 
pre­ 
dictions. 
Each factor alters all 
the 
rest. 
Hence the machine is so con­ 
structed that an alteration of one fac­ 
tor has its effect on the others. 
How 
this is done is understood in a meas 
lire by noting that there is a getting 
of nineteen dials, with pointers. Each 
pointer is on a pulley mounted eccen­ 
trically on its shaft, and over this 
pulley passes a chain w hich goes from 
one to another. 
Obviously if the ec­ 
centricity of one pulley is altered it 
has its proportionate effect on all the 
rest. 
The engine was Invented by 
Prof. W illiani Ferrell, who presented 
it to the government without charge 
for his idea. 
It cost originally but 
$1,500 and does the work of forty ex­ 
pert computers.

Record of Financial Institutions for 
the Year 1905 Shows Remarkable 
Prosperity All Over the Dominion. 
Ottawa. Canada, March I.—The year 
which has just closed has been one of 
the most satisfactory and progressive 
with the financial institutions of Can­ 
ada. and the business of the charter­ 
ed banks reflects the unprecedented 
prosperity 
enjoyed 
throughout 
the 
country during the year 1905. 
The increased demands made upon 
O e banks of the Dominion by the com­ 
mercial aud agricultural expansion of 
the year were provided for without 
the monetary disturbances sometimes 
noted in the United States. 
Whatever 
opinions may be held as to the com­ 
position of the Canadian banking sys­ 
tem, it is claimed that its flexible 
currency 
has 
many 
commendable 
features, and without which the last 
few months of the year must have pro­ 
duced a money stringency with prob­ 
ably disastrous results. 
It is felt that 
a wider field of credit in the Dominion 
is needed, and consequently the capi­ 
tal of many existing banking institu­ 
tions has been increased and several 
new banks are in progress of organiza­ 
tion. 
The chartered banks of Canada to­ 
day enjoy the confidence of the gen­ 
eral public to a greater extent than 
ever before. 
The total deposits of the 
people in these institutions last year 
were $522,317.OOO, which shows an in­ 
crease of over $56,000,000 for the year. 
In actual money in bank probably no 
other country in the world, compara­ 
tively speaking, can make a better 
showing than Canada. 
The total deposits of the Canadian 
people in 
the Government savings 
banks, in special savings institutions, 
and 
in the 
chartered 
banks 
alone 
amounted last year to the enormous 
aum of $609,454,000. 
This represents 
an average credit balance of over 
HOO per head of the population of the 
Dominion, and it is stated that the 
only other country in the world that 
approaches this 
record is Denmark, 
where the average credit balance is 
about $96.50 per capita. 
The above 
figures, however, do not comprehend 
moneys deposited with private bank­ 
ers, loan 
companies, mortgage cor­ 
porations and 
trust 
companies, or 
what is hoarded up in secret hiding 
places. 
The annual report of the Dominion 
finance department, which has just 
been issued to the public, shows a 
surplus in the Dominion treasury for 
the fiscal year of $7,863,000, and refers 
to the remarkable Increase in the pub­ 
lic revenues during the year.

monia, while of the 25u clipped not 
one case of sickness was reported.

KILLING OF JIM JONES 


FLYING MACHINE BARRED. 


On Thursday morning the U.S. 
court 
began the 
Andy Ryan 
murder trial. 
Ryan is charged 
with murdering 
Jim Jones on 
June 6, 1903, out on the road one 
and a half miles (north of Ada. 
Both men were farmers residing 
in the Egypt community. 
All 
the morning was consumed in 
selecting the jury, which is com­ 
posed of the following: 
O. O. 
Wilson, L. D. Wilson, B. F. B ys­ 
sin game. 
Jas. A. Hughes, F. J 
Todd, Burwin Herrin, J. J. Me- 
Cleod, W. C. Coyle, M. Johnston, 
J. F. M. Harris, Charley Swor. 
The government alleges that 
Ryan and Jones met, both riding 
horse back, and that Ryan, with­ 
out provocation or justification, 
shot several times at Jones with a 
revolver, killing him. 
The de­ 
fendant claims the deceased was 
a desperate kind of man and had 
frequently threatened defendant’s 
life; that on the occasion of the 
killing defendant acted only in 
the defense of his own person 
against apparent danger of death. 
At 3 o’clock only four witness­ 
es had been introduced by the 
government, three of whom were 
eye witnesses to the tragedy. 
Tney testified emphatically to the 
shooting by defendant and de­ 
nied observing any hostile dem­ 
onstration on the part of deceas­ 
ed. 
Twenty witnesses-have been 
-sworn in the case and the trial 
will likely consume the remainder 
of the week.

Certainly this 
theory gets some credence from 
the circumstance that the Speak- 
er has intimated to a number, as 
a means of pursuading them not 
to join the insurgents, that an ad- 
justment will probably be made 
before the session ends.

the delivery of bis opinion.

was oral and the judge spoke for 
nearly an hour before giving the 
slighest intimation of what the 
ultimate decision would be.

its bearings and cited all the es 
sential facts which bad been 


brought out. 


When the Judge announced 


that the indictments would not 
lie against them, the defendants 
who were present crowded to- 
gether and commenced to shake 
hands in mutual congratulation. 
The attorneys tor the defendants 
were also highly pleased and 
shook hands all around and then 
hastened to the jury box to shake 
bands with the jurors*

•: 


Reflects Glory on American Arms 


In one ol the most brilliant fonts of 


arms 
ever engaged In by United 


States troops, a force of about 400 
iron, diavvn from tho army, navy anil 
native constabnlar), captured a lava 
mountain hitherto considered impreg- 
nable, on the island of Jolo, killing its 
600 Moro defcndeis to the last man. 


The engagement 
opened 
on 
the 


morning of March 6 and lasted two 
davs, tho troops dragging aitillery up 
an incline of 50 degrees In the face 
of a continuous fire oC bullets airowb 
and speais 


The casualties on the American 


side wero eighteen killed and fifty- 
three wounded. Tlie heaviest loss fell 
upon the aimy, although tho native 
constabulary 
acquitted 
itself 
with 


reat heroism, nearly half its number 
being killed or wounded. 


Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, in com- 


mand of the forces In the Philippines, 
and Brig. Gen, Bliss were on the 
scene, although not actually engaged 
n the conflict. The operations were 
conducted by Col. Joseph W. Duncan 
of the Sixth infantry. 


Mount Dajo, up which the Ameri- 


cans stiuggled with their cannon, is 
2,100 feet above sea level, and the 
small naval force engaged rendered 
gicat service in hoisting the artillery. 
The lava sides of the mountain offeied 
bad footing, and block and tackle wero 
used In laltmiq; the guns. 


The end came on tho morning of 


March 8, when the Americans gained 
the edge of tho immense, crater of the 
volcano and poured rifle and aitillery 
fiie into the stronghold of the enemy 
until not a living thing remained with- 
in it. 


The slaughter was necessary, as the 


Moros are. fanatics, and confirmed in 
the Mohammedan belief that if they 
die in battle they will go straight to 
heaven. 
They scorned to surrender 


and fought 
to 
the last sasp. 


The battle does not indicate that 


thcio is to be another uprising in the 
Islands. It merely closes a campaign 
that was brought on by absolute nee- 
essit). 
There is no ^slgn of trouble 


avyvvherc else in the archipelago The 
difficulty w:is merelyJocal, and had no 
connection with tho conduct of affairs 
In general, either military or civil, on 
the islands. 


MOROS A RACE OF FANATICS. 


Gen. Carter Talks of the Inhabitants 


of Island of Jolo. 


Gen. W. H Carter, commander of 


the 
Department of the Lakes, with 


headquarteis in Chicago, gave an In- 
tetestlng description 
of the island 


upon which the battle was fought 
Gen. Carter has but recently returned 
from the Philippints, where he saw- 
several years of active service. 


Speaking of the inhabitants of Jolo, 


Gen. Carter Haid: 


"Tho natives, who are the direct 


descendants of the old Malay pirates 
who for years terroilzed the Malay 
archipelago, for tlie most part refused 
to do this. They built 
little stone 


forts in the heavily wooded portions 
of the Island and then defied the sol- 
diers to collect the taxes. 


"The city of Jolo Itself Is surround- 


ed by a wall built by the Spaniards 
to protect themselves. The Spaniards 
never went out to fight the natives, 
but wero contented 
with 
defending 


themselves within the walls of Jolo. 


"Fortunately Jolo is one of the few 


islands where cavalry can be em- 


plo.vcd to j;ood advantage, and 
tfo> 


troubles 
are 
usually easily 
sup 


pressed." 


According to Gen. Carter, the mili- 


tary government on all of the other 
islands is under the civil government 
That II is not on the island of Jolo 
he attributes to the fact 
that 
the 


American army gave battle without 
first going through much red tape. 


"In the ivst of the Philippine isl 


ands," said Gen. Carter, "the soldiers 
are not used except on tho call cf thi 
civil government. 
In Jolo, however, 


they are under the command of their 
colonel, who is both civil and mllitarv 


governor, and who took them out to 
flRht." 


OF*!. Carter said that the natives of 


Jolo were similar to the inhabitants 
of the island of Borneo, with whom 
the English government recently had 
trouble.

Barnyard Manure In Winter. 


The 
only 
treatment 
of 
barn* 


yard manure in winter should be 
to 
stack 
it 
in 
piles, 
but 
do 


not 
allow these 
piles to become 


large enough to heat. This is especial- 
ly necessary in the case of horse ma- 
nure, which is sometimes entirely de- 
stroyed by combustion In the center 
of the piles. If the plies are allowed to 
become too large and are not forked 
over occasionally. 
We use a great 


deal of bedding, and this makes up 
a large part of the manure. This bed- 
ding sooa disintegrates and becomes 
a good source of humus. We do not 
do any composting, as that word is 
generally understood. 
I do not haul 


out my manure during the winter 
months every day or so, but allow It 
to accumulate aud haul It out in the 
spring. It is then in very good shape 
and condition to bo used in the ma- 
nure spreader.—Fred A. Richardson 
Lee County, 111.

FORETELLS ACTION 
OF TIDES. 


Wonderful Machine Used by United 


States Coast Survey. 


A machine that prophesies is an 


engine in use by the const survey at 
Washington, D. C., which can and does 
predict the time of high and low tide 
for a given locality, and makes these 
predictions for a year In advance. Its 
performance is not limited to a year, 
but that is the maximum of work it is 
usually called upon to do. It is com- 
pact and delicate to a degree not easy 
to appreciate. To make these tidal 
predictions, which are issued in the 
form of a fat book of tables every 
year by the survey, the machine is 
first set, then operated by hand. As 
may be surmised, the setting of the 
machine is the point at which accurate 
mechanism and the human brain Join 
forces. There are nineteen factors to 
be determined in making tidal pro- 
dictions. Each factor alters all 
tho 


rest. Hence the machine is so con- 
structed that an alteration oC one fac- 
tor has its effect on the others. How 
this is done is understood In a meas 
ure by noting that there is a getting 
of nineteen dials, with pointers. Each 
pointer is on a pulley mounted eccen- 
trically on its shaft, and over this 
pulley passes a chain which goes from 
one to another. Obviously if the ec- 
centricity of one pulley is altered it 
has its proportionate effect on all the 
rest. The engine was invented by 
Prof. William Ferrell, who presented 
it to the government without charge 
for his idea. It cost originally but 
$3,500 and does the work of fotty ex- 
pert computers.

Australian "Froflmouth" Rarely Seen 


In Captivity. 


Not the least interesting of the 


birds recently added to the London 
zoo collection is a specimen of Cu« 
vier's pedargus, a cuilous Australian 
species familiarly known as the "frog- 
mouth," says the Philadelphia Record. 
This remarkably owl-like bird Is a 
member of a small family not far re- 
moved from the nightjars. 
It Is a 


lazy bird, of nocturnal habits; al- 
though insects form its chief food, 
small birds, mice and such dainty 
morsels are included In Its bill of 
fare. In size it resembles a barn owl, 
for which, at first sight, it might 
easily be mistaken.

Ottawa. Canada, March 1.—Tho year 


which has just closed has been one of 
the most satisfactory and progressive 
with the financial Institutions of Can- 
ada, and the business of the charter- 
«J banks reflects the unprecedented 
prosperity 
enjoyed 
throughout the 


Country during the year 1905. 


The Increased demands made upon 
(3e banks of the Dominion by the com- 
mercial and agricultural expansion of 
the year were provided for without 
the monetary disturbances sometimes 
noted In the United States. Whatever 
opinions may be held as to the com- 
position of the Canadian banking sys- 
tem, it is claimed that its flexible 
currency 
has 
many commendable 


features, and without which the last 
few months of the year must have pro- 
duced a money stringency with prob- 
ably disastrous results. It Is felt that 
a wider field of credit In the Dominion 
Is needed, and consequently the capi- 
tal of many existing banking Institu- 
tions has been Increased and several 
new banks are In progress of organiza- 
tion. 


The chartered banks of Canada to- 


day enjoy the confidence of the gen- 
eral public to a greater extent than 
ever before. The total deposits of the 
people in these institutions last year 
were $522,317.000. which shows an in- 
crease of over $56,000,000 for the year. 
In actual money In bank probably no 
other country in the world, compara- 
tively speaking, can make a better 
showing than Canada. 


The total deposits of the Canadian 


people in the Government savings 
banks. In special savings institutions, 
and in the chartered 
banks alone 


amounted last year to the enormous 
•um of $609,454,000. This represents 
an average credit balance of over 
$100 per head of the population of the 
Dominion, and it is stated that the 
only other country In the world that 
approaches this 
record Is Denmark,

work. 


The clipping of a horse in the early 


spring is now conceded by all the 
leading veterinarians to be as essen- 
tial to a horse's well being as shoeing 
him or giving him a comfortable bed 
to He on. Farmers in England and 
France have 
been 
clipping 
their 


horses for many years, and American 
farmers are not slow to realize its 
advantages. 
A clipped horse dries 


out rapidly after a hard day's work, 
and will rest comfortably and be re- 
freshed for the work the following 
day. An undipped horse is liable to 
catch> the heavas, pneumonia and all 
sorts of colds, rheumatism, etc. More 
especially Is this so In the early 
spring, when his hair is long and he 
Is "soft." If worked hard he will per- 
spire freely and the moisture will be 
held by his long hair, and the food 
that should go to nourish him will be 
used to replenish the heat that is be- 
ing constantly taken from his body 
by tho mass of cold wet 
hair. 
If 


clipped, the perspiration will evapor- 
ate almost ns soon as secreted, and 
when put in tho stable lie rests com- 
fortably and his food does him good. 


Some years ago a Buffalo street oar 


company tested the value of clipping 
In tho following manner: They own- 
ed tiOO horses, and 260 of these were 
clipped early in the spring and 250 
were not clipped. A careful 
record 


was kept of results, and it was found 
that of the SCO undipped horses 153 
were afflicted with coughs and pneu- 
monia, while of tho 250 clipped not 
one case of sickness was reported. 


A man would not expect to enjoy 


very good health if he did hard man- 
ual work clothed with heavy under- 
wear, a heavy suit and .1 fur overcoat 
and 
after perspiring freely, as he 


naturally would, go to sleep without 
removing same. It Is just as ridicu 
lous to expect a horse to be In perfect 
health if worked under the same con- 
ditions.

TRIAL OF ANDY RYAN FOR 


KILLING OF JIM JONES 


On Thursday morning the U.S. 


court began the Andy Ryan 
murder trial. Ryan is charged 
with murdering Jim Jones on 
June 6, 1908, out on the road one 
and a half miles {north of Ada. 
Both men were farmers residing 
in the Egypt community. All 
the morning was consumed in 
selecting the jury, which is com- 
posed of the following: O. O. 
Wilson, L. D. Wilson, B. F. Blas- 
singame. Jaa. A. Hughes, F. J 
Todd, Bnrwin Herrin, J. J. Mc- 
Cleod, W. C. Coyle, M. Johnston, 
J. F. M. Harris, Charley Swor. 


The government alleges that 


Ryan and Jones met, both riding 
horse back, and that Ryan, with- 
out provocation or justification, 
shot several times at Jones with a 
revolver, killing him. The de- 
fendant claims the deceased was 
a desperate kind of man and bad 
frequently threatened defendant's 
life; that on the occasion of the 
killing defendant acted only in 
the defense of his own person 
against apparent danger of death. 


At 3 o'clock only four witness- 


es had been introduced by the 
government, three of whom were 
eye witnesses to the tragedy. 
They testified emphatically to the 
shooting by defendant and de- 
nied observing any hostile 
dem- 


onstration on the part of deceas 
ed. Twenty witnesses-have been 
sworn in the case and the trial 
will likely consume the remainder 
of the week.

Reflects Glory on American Arms 


In one ol the most brilliant fonts of 


arms 
ever engaged In by United 


States troops, a force of about 400 
iron, diavvn from tho army, navy anil 
native constabnlar), captured a lava 
mountain hitherto considered impreg- 
nable, on the island of Jolo, killing its 
600 Moro defcndeis to the last man. 


The engagement 
opened 
on 
the 


morning of March 6 and lasted two 
davs, tho troops dragging aitillery up 
an incline of 50 degrees In the face 
of a continuous fire oC bullets airowb 
and speais 


The casualties on the American 


side wero eighteen killed and fifty- 
three wounded. Tlie heaviest loss fell 
upon the aimy, although tho native 
constabulary 
acquitted 
itself 
with 


reat heroism, nearly half its number 
being killed or wounded. 


Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, in com- 


mand of the forces In the Philippines, 
and Brig. Gen, Bliss were on the 
scene, although not actually engaged 
n the conflict. The operations were 
conducted by Col. Joseph W. Duncan 
of the Sixth infantry. 


Mount Dajo, up which the Ameri- 


cans stiuggled with their cannon, is 
2,100 feet above sea level, and the 
small naval force engaged rendered 
gicat service in hoisting the artillery. 
The lava sides of the mountain offeied 
bad footing, and block and tackle wero 
used In laltmiq; the guns. 


The end came on tho morning of 


March 8, when the Americans gained 
the edge of tho immense, crater of the 
volcano and poured rifle and aitillery 
fiie into the stronghold of the enemy 
until not a living thing remained with- 
in it. 


The slaughter was necessary, as the 


Moros are. fanatics, and confirmed in 
the Mohammedan belief that if they 
die in battle they will go straight to 
heaven. 
They scorned to surrender 


and fought 
to 
the last sasp. 


The battle does not indicate that 


thcio is to be another uprising in the 
Islands. It merely closes a campaign 
that was brought on by absolute nee- 
essit). 
There is no ^slgn of trouble 


avyvvherc else in the archipelago The 
difficulty w:is merelyJocal, and had no 
connection with tho conduct of affairs 
In general, either military or civil, on 
the islands. 


MOROS A RACE OF FANATICS. 


Gen. Carter Talks of the Inhabitants 


of Island of Jolo. 


Gen. W. H Carter, commander of 


the 
Department of the Lakes, with 


headquarteis in Chicago, gave an In- 
tetestlng description 
of the island 


upon which the battle was fought 
Gen. Carter has but recently returned 
from the Philippints, where he saw- 
several years of active service. 


Speaking of the inhabitants of Jolo, 


Gen. Carter Haid: 


"Tho natives, who are the direct 


descendants of the old Malay pirates 
who for years terroilzed the Malay 
archipelago, for tlie most part refused 
to do this. They built 
little stone 


forts in the heavily wooded portions 
of the Island and then defied the sol- 
diers to collect the taxes. 


"The city of Jolo Itself Is surround- 


ed by a wall built by the Spaniards 
to protect themselves. The Spaniards 
never went out to fight the natives, 
but wero contented 
with 
defending 


themselves within the walls of Jolo. 


"Fortunately Jolo is one of the few 


islands where cavalry can be em- 


plo.vcd to j;ood advantage, and 
tfo> 


troubles 
are 
usually easily 
sup 


pressed." 


According to Gen. Carter, the mili- 


tary government on all of the other 
islands is under the civil government 
That II is not on the island of Jolo 
he attributes to the fact 
that 
the 


American army gave battle without 
first going through much red tape. 


"In the ivst of the Philippine isl 


ands," said Gen. Carter, "the soldiers 
are not used except on tho call cf thi 
civil government. 
In Jolo, however, 


they are under the command of their 
colonel, who is both civil and mllitarv 


governor, and who took them out to 
flRht." 


OF*!. Carter said that the natives of 


Jolo were similar to the inhabitants 
of the island of Borneo, with whom 
the English government recently had 
trouble.

Barnyard Manure In Winter. 


The 
only 
treatment 
of 
barn* 


yard manure in winter should be 
to 
stack 
it 
in 
piles, 
but

not 
allow these 
piles to become 


large enough to heat. This is especial- 
ly necessary in the case of horse ma- 
nure, which is sometimes entirely de- 
stroyed by combustion In the center 
of the piles. If the plies are allowed to 
become too large and are not forked 
over occasionally. 
We use a great 


deal of bedding, and this makes up 
a large part of the manure. This bed- 
ding sooa disintegrates and becomes 
a good source of humus. We do not 
do any composting, as that word is 
generally understood. 
I do not haul 


out my manure during the winter 
months every day or so, but allow It 
to accumulate aud haul It out in the 
spring. It is then in very good shape 
and condition to bo used in the ma- 
nure spreader.—Fred A. Richardson 
Lee County, 111.

FORETELLS ACTION 
OF TIDES. 


Wonderful Machine Used by United 


States Coast Survey. 


A machine that prophesies is an 


engine in use by the const survey at 
Washington, D. C., which can and does 
predict the time of high and low tide 
for a given locality, and makes these 
predictions for a year In advance. Its 
performance is not limited to a year, 
but that is the maximum of work it is 
usually called upon to do. It is com- 
pact and delicate to a degree not easy 
to appreciate. To make these tidal 
predictions, which are issued in the 
form of a fat book of tables every 
year by the survey, the machine is 
first set, then operated by hand. As 
may be surmised, the setting of the 
machine is the point at which accurate 
mechanism and the human brain Join 
forces. There are nineteen factors to 
be determined in making tidal pro- 
dictions. Each factor alters all 
tho 


rest. Hence the machine is so con- 
structed that an alteration oC one fac- 
tor has its effect on the others. How 
this is done is understood In a meas 
ure by noting that there is a getting 
of nineteen dials, with pointers. Each 
pointer is on a pulley mounted eccen- 
trically on its shaft, and over this 
pulley passes a chain which goes from 
one to another. Obviously if the ec- 
centricity of one pulley is altered it 
has its proportionate effect on all the 
rest. The engine was invented by 
Prof. William Ferrell, who presented 
it to the government without charge 
for his idea. It cost originally but 
$3,500 and does the work of fotty ex- 
pert computers.

PRIZE ADDED TO LONDON ZOO 


Australian "Froflmouth" Rarely Seen 


In Captivity. 


Not the least Interesting of the 


birds recently added to the London 
zoo collection is a specimen of Cu« 
vler's pedargus, a curious Australian 
species familiarly known as the "frog- 
mouth," says the Philadelphia Record. 
This remarkably owl-like bird Is a 
member of a small family not far re- 
moved from the nightjars. 
It Is a 


lazy bird, of nocturnal habits; al- 
though insects form its chief food, 
small birds, mice and such dainty 
morsels are included In Its bill of 
fare. In size It resembles a barn owl, 
for which, at first sight, It might 
easily be mistaken. Its dull plumage 
Is In keeping with Its natural environ- 
ment. 
Its favorite resting place is 


on the dead branch of some tree, and 
its resemblance to a withered stump 
Is wonderful. The eggs of this bird, 
which Is not often seen in captivity, 
are two in number, and white; they 
are usually laid In a nest of sticks 
placed In tho fork of a tree, and both 
parents take turns on the nest. The 
frogmouth appears rather stupid by 
day and It Is by no meana easy to 
rouse It from Its lethargy.

Record of Financial Institutions for 


the Year 1905 Shows Remarkable 
Prosperity All Over the Dominion. 
Ottawa. Canada, March 1.—Tho year 


which has just closed has been one of 
the most satisfactory and progressive 
with the financial Institutions of Can- 
ada, and the business of the charter- 
«J banks reflects the unprecedented 
prosperity 
enjoyed 
throughout the 


Country during the year 1905. 


The increased demands made upon 
(3e banks of the Dominion by the com- 
mercial and agricultural expansion of 
the year were provided for without 
the monetary disturbances sometimes 
noted In the United States. Whatever 
opinions may be held as to the com- 
position of the Canadian banking sys- 
tem, it is claimed that its flexible 
currency 
has 
many commendable 
features, and without which the last 
few months of the year must have pro- 
duced a money stringency with prob- 
ably disastrous results. It Is felt that 
a wider field of credit In the Dominion 
Is needed, and consequently the capi- 
tal of many existing banking Institu- 
tions has been Increased and' several 
new banks are In progress of organiza- 
tion. 


The chartered banks of Canada to- 


day enjoy the confidence of the gen- 
eral public to a greater extent than 
ever before. The total deposits of the 
people in these institutions last year 
were $522,317.000. which shows an in- 
crease of over $56,000,000 for the year. 
In actual money In bank probably no 
other country In the world, compara- 
tively speaking, can make a better 
showing than Canada. 


The total deposits of the Canadian 


people in the Government savings 
banks. In special savings institutions, 
and in the chartered 
banks alone 


amounted last year to the enormous 
•um of $609,454,000. This represents 
an average credit balance of over 
$100 per head of the population of the 
Dominion, and it Is stated that the 
only other country In the world that 
approaches this 
record Is Denmark,

contemptible 


meaning in those days, and explain- 
ing, perhaps, why so often in old books 
and plays the lady's inald or the valet 
is referred to as their master's o' 
mistress' "lady" or "gentleman."

If worked hard he will per- 
spire freely and the moisture will be 
held by his long hair, and the food 
that should go to nourish him will be 
used to replenish the heat that is be- 
ing constantly taken from his body 
by tho mass of cold wet 
hair. If 


clipped, the perspiration will evapor- 
ate almost ns soon as secreted, and 
•when put in tho stable lie rests com- 
fortably and his food does him good.

ed fiOO horses, and 250 of these were 
clipped early in the spring and 250 
were not clipped. A careful 
record

monia, while of tho 250 clipped not 
one case of sickness was reported.

TRIAL OF ANDY RYAN FOR 


KILLING OF JIM JONES 


On Thursday morning the U.S. 


court 
began the Andy Ryan 


murder trial. Ryan is charged 
with murdering Jim Jones on 
June 6, 1908, out on the road one 
and a half miles {north of Ada. 
Both men were farmers residing 
in the Egypt community. All 
the morning was consumed in 
selecting the jury, which is com- 
posed of the following: O. O. 
Wilson, L. D. Wilson, B. P. Blas- 
singame. Jaa. A. Hughes, F. J 
Todd, Burwin Herrin, J. J. Me 
Cleod, W. C. Coyle, M. Johnston, 
J. F. M. Harris, Charley Swor. 


The government alleges that 


Ryan and Jones met, both riding 
horse back, and that Ryan, with- 
out provocation or justification, 
shot several times at Jones with a 
revolver, killing him. The de- 
fendant claims the deceased was 
a desperate kind of man and bad 
frequently threatened defendant's 
life; that on the occasion of the 
killing defendant acted only in 
the defense of his own person 
against apparent danger of death. 


At 8 o'clock only four witness- 


es had been introduced by the 
government, three of whom were 
eye witnesses to the tragedy. 
They testified emphatically to the 
shooting by defeudant and de- 
nied observing any hostile 
dem- 


onstration on the part of deceas- 
ed. Twenty witnesses-have been 
sworn in the case and the trial 
will likely consume the remainder 
of the week.
